1-^^,' also seen from tlie.so statistics tliab oiio 

■ liundrod. a'ud fifty tlionsiuul dollars i\ 
year goos in payment of uuinial food; and 
it is to tlio consideration of that l)nuK'li 
of tlio important subjoct wo would moro 
particularly invito tho reader'? attention 
aLtho presents time. Tiio number of boef 
cattle ill tho country may safely be esti- 
mated at oighty-five thousand , and, for 
present purposes, these may be reckoned 
»t25 aollars'"*^B head. That -would give 
82,125,000, as tlie money value of tho 
beef cattle now in tho Province. Tho 
great bulk of these cattle aro beyond tho 
Cuacadea, and cannot bo brought to tho 
principal markets on tho seaboard for 
lack of proper means of communication. 
And this may bo taken as the chief reason 
■why so much foreign beef is consumoil. 
Such ia tho progress miulo by our princi- 
pal stook-roisers and such is the character 
of .ttl^ir cattle that, did reasonable facili- 
ties exist for driving stock from the inte- 
ijfiiir to the seaboard, foreign beef would 

■ ■ '■very' soon hei exChulod from our markets, 

and the people would luxuriate uiion th 
superior clomeatio article on bnucli-grass 
fed. The same remarks will apply to 
mutton. Glance for ii moment ut what 
may 130 designated the negative vie* of 
the case, liecuuse these fauiUtiPS do not 
exist, this enormous amount of stock ia 
ncciimuhitinfj; uii tiieliands of industrious 
and deserving settlors, who lind it im- 
possible to loali^i! upon it, and who are 
compelled helplessly to look on and see tho 
country drained of its wealth in payment 
of a foreign article. If this condition 
ware tho result of circumatunces beyond 
human control, men nliglit he expected 
to take a philosoiiUical view of it, feeling 
that ''What can't he cured must ha en- 
dared." But the case ia far otherwise. 
It is known perfectly well that the judici- 
ous expenditure of a comparative trilie 
would supply the necessary means of 
communication. It seems to be the. im- 
pression of well-informed persons that a 
■wise expenditure of ton thousand dollars 
-nould open an nveuue through whicli l.lie 
cattle from tho moro northerly grass 

. ranges could readily bo driven to the soa- 
. board at Howe Soaud or, better still, Bur 
rard Inlet. With a hard struggle, tin 

' Government was induced last session to 
appropriate half that sum for the pur 
pose, and we believe it is in course of ex 
penditure; but it seems not improbable 
tliat, should tho line of communicution 
in quostiuu bo estaljlishod this year, 
whicii is open to doubt), tlie country will 
be chiedy indebted to the Federal railway 
survey therefor. Assuming that, thruugu 
these combined agencies, tho means of 
driving cattle to the seaboard at that 
point will be aflorded, we desire to point 
out that the country ought not there to 
"rest and be thankful." However well 
the waiits of the more northerly cattle 
renges might bo met by the route refer- 
red to, it must be quite clear that it could 
never meet the wauts of those in the great 

' ',>toek country lying to tho south. Theses

Victoria, Sept. 12. 1873. 

Sir. — Yonr issue of tho 9th inst. cnn- 
tain.s a communication from Mr. Jo.ssop, 
rollocting upon our letter which appeared 
in your columns of the 7tli inst. 

Wo observe that gentleman proposed to 
"place a plain statement Of foots before, an 
intelligent public." As it appears to 
us to bo a medley of mistatemonts and 
Htatcmenta permit us through yonr c(dniuns 
to correct it whoro it needs correction, 
to add to and to complete it with olluu- 
facts and details, so that your readers 
may know the exact position of the 
Public School difliculty. 

Mr. JesBop commences by expressing 
reluctance at rushing into print. Wc 
know nnd recognize this as wo have evi- 
dence in tho Sidiitlard article i)roraptcd 
by him that he prefers a more indirect 
course.

Mr. Jossop's letter wan not pnblialiod 
for tho reason that it was altogether un- 
nocHssary. Nogligonee was charged 
against the Trustees only. TheKnporin- 
toudent naturally did not suggest to the 
,Site/ifto;(i anytliing of that kind against 
himself. There wns no charge made 
against Mr. .Te.s.nop, and as an accusation 
alwaya precedes a defence, Mr. Jossop's 
.surprise on this occasion appears to us 
premature. 

]\[r. ilosso]) follows, in his letter of the 
l.'itii Aug., and our rojily of the 2Gth 
Aug., witli an e.vplanalion of certain 
money matters connected with the Vic- 
toria Schools. And hu goes back to a 
cirCular'letter sent by him to us in Febru- 
ary last. Without any surprise at his 
withholdingiitifrom piiblicatiou, wo ask 
space for it inybnir cohiuuis.

Wo held a meeting and considered the 
letter to see how it liarmonized with tho 
Public School Act. We came to tho con- 
clusion, and we feel no hesitation in as- 
serting that tho Superintendent has no 
authority under that Act to address such 
a conimnni<;atioii to us or to any other 
Trustees of liny si'hool district in tliisPro- 
vineu. We ww- of opinion that the whole 
sjiirit and meaning of our ])uljlic school 
.system, as cxpri'ssed in the Act, wore vio- 
lated by it. The position wo took up 
placed us iiidircet opposition to tho Su- 
pi-rintondent. .Shortly afterwards wo mot 
the ^Minister of Finance and tho Superin- 
tendent at tho education dffloo by appoint- 
ment and went into the whole mutter. 
Wo maintained that tho School System 
was a fr(>o Ci o vera m out .system; that either 
voluntary eontributioni or a small month- 
ly rate on the pupils attending tho school 
wo would not permit in the Victoria 
School District so long as VOiWera Trus- 
tees. . .........v -. ■ - ,, - 

We held that we had nothing to do with 

the Boarding School venture or with tho 
sum voted bv tho H(nise, whether SIOOO, 
§10,000 or 810(),0t)(). We pointed out 
that tho Act delines our duties as follows: 
It shall bu the duty of tho Trustees of 
each School District to do whatever they 
shall deem expedient with regard to the 
building, repairing, renting, wanning 
furnisiiing and keeping in order tho Dis- 
trict Schoolliouse. and the furniture and 
appendages belonging thereto," andthatit 
was for tlie Gm-onor in Council to grant, 
on tho application of the School Trustees 
of any School district endorsed by tho Su- 
perintendent, said sum or sums of money 
as may be required for those purposes. 

After considerable discussion we agreed 
to take tho .';?21l) on tho express under- 
standing that wo would enq)loj- it ex- 
clusively f<n' cle.ining thoschoola and pro- 
viding water and lireing for thorn, but wo 
could not bind ourselves not to exceed 
that amount. Wo would oaiTy oat the 
act in faith and oxerciso all dueoconomy ; 
but more liian that wo. could not agree to. 

Tiie lion. ."\lr. ArmsUong took occa- 
sion at tlii.s meeting to arrange for tli<^ 
payment of several outstamling ac'i.'ounts 
which tlie obstructive talents of the Su- 
perintendent had prevented being settled. 

One apple of discord between the Su- 
perintondent and theTrusteoa, was a slate 
bill,contrai'ted by the Mayor'and ('on)icil, 
who acted for the Sehools ln.fure Trns- 
toes were eli.-eled. Tlje Trustees held tluil 
.slat(>s were as necessary for teaching 
children to write, as liooks fur teaching 
them to r(-ad, and that if it was consider- 
ed desirable to have a stock of books in 
tho Scl,|oolluiuhe for th(^ convenience of the 
Scholars, it was ecjually reasonable to have 
slates. Tills the Superintendent could 
not understand. So ho refused to endorse 
the aci'ount. To ^el out of the difliculty 
wo jiaid tho slate bill witii momy ro- 
r(>ciuved for boolts. This the Hon. Mr. 
Armstrong considored not a desirable 
precedent, and it was consecjuontly mu- 
tually agreed that any moneies we niiglit 
from tiuK^ to time reeeiv(> from tho (iov- 
ornincnt should lie expended for the e.-c- 
aet purpose foi- whieli they awern mado 
over. This iiuilei-sti.nding wi! have con- 
tinned to act u])to with the S2-10 which 
lias now slirunl; to itoinethlng under $80 
and is [irobably nnsuffloiont to last out 
the year.

Wo coiiijJder suoh eon^ftUt on tbd pat' 
of the Snporintondontnnb{isiiio.'isliko and 
unbecoming. It appears to lis clearly his 
duty either to endorse them or to inform 
the Trustees why ho refused to do so. 

Tho first and only answer we received 
is contained in ]\Ir.^ Jossop's letter pub- 
lished in yoiir paper on thS'Oth inst. He 
says: In February "the Trustees wore 
roquostod to send in all outataniling ac- 
counts with a view to their li(|ui(latioii. 
Long after (April;) suiulry otlieraccounta 
were forwarded, some of which would 
undoubtedly have been paid had they 
been sent in when askek for." 

Is this,w9^Ml^j|,sat4§fa(!tory explanat ion 
for treating cur upiilications with silent 
contempt'/ How, after the abovo admis- 
sion, ho can aay, "tho insinuation that 
prompt and regular payments liiivo not 
been made iaiulerly without foundation," 
we are puzzled to underatand — cither hia 
ignorance of tlie meaning of words is ex- 
cessive, or exact speaking is not one of his 
accomplishUients. 

Knowing thatall monies come to ns 
from tl;e Govcrnnieul r!a the Snporinten- 
dci.t, recognizing the fact that an attempt 
was made by the Snporintendent to starve 
tho Victoria Schools and destroy tho Free 
School system, so early in tiio year as 
F'obniary, that repeat li'd applicatioiia for 
settlement of small accounts failed to ob- 
tain even an answer, from this we are 
justified in declining to make costly 
changes "until some arrangements ore 
made with tho Government arid Superin- 
tendent for jirompt and icgnlar pay- 
ment." 

We beg to inform I\rr.Jpasop//^i chaiir/n.t 
hi: propuscd to u.-i aro not within the powers 
granted to Trustees. Tho Public Schools 
Act oonflnea .these ' x>owers, ' responsUjilf- 
ties and duties" to "the District School- 
liouse or Houses, hdt/ //// them." 

Tho Board of J^ilucation ia the organiz- 
ing boily. The Act reads as follows: 

"It .diall bo tho duty of the Board of 
Education:" To ostal)lisli aseparatuschool 
for fomalos in any District whoro they 
may deem it oxpodient.BO to do. It is the 
duty of tho Superintendent 

"To prepare auitable forms and to give 
such instructions as ho may judge neces- 
sary and proper for making all reports 
and conducting all ])roceedings under 
this Act, and to cause tho same with such 
general regulations as may be approved 
of In/ the Board of Eibwation for the belter 
organization and ffovemmeni of the public 
ic'hool.i to oe transmitted to the officers re- 
in ired to exeoute tlie provisions of this 
Act." 

In making his proposition to its and 
then fcirwarding a (Mipy of tho correspou- 
denee tho Hon. the Provincial Secretary, 
the Superintendent was guilty of a highly 
improper proceeding. It was his duty to 
obey tho Act nnd foaddressliimsolf to the 
Board of Education. 

Although we have trespassed heavily on 
you space, we aro anxious for a few words 
to roinovo misrepresentations concerning 
the condition of tho Victoria Public 
Schools. 

Two days ago Broughton street School 
had 1!)-1 children on its roll, 31 of whom- 
wore absent, 1G3 wore actually present. 
To accommodate those there is a class- 
room for 32, and the main building con- 
tains desks for 130 besides forms for little 
ones. Two well-known medical men and 
a Justice of the Peace have visited the 
.school nnd pronounced tho ventilation ex- 
cellent. Mrs. Hayward is well satisfied 
with everything and a suggestion of hers 
for a plaiform will bo at once carried 
out. 

The Fort stroot School has on its roll 
1-10 boys and tho actual attendance varies 
from 112 to 118. This school has desks 
for 120. The chief want is assistance in 
teaching, and it seems a pity the idle 
time of the Superintendent as not utilized 
in this way. 

We are gratified to be able to state that 
our ])ublic schools aro increasing in ])apn- 
larity every day and that among parents 
there is an over growing appreciation of 
the advantage of a good, free non-sectari- 
an education for .their cliildron. It is to 
1)0 hoped<that the press, the people, and 
our reiiresentativos will unite in endea- 
voring to obtain from the Govornmcnt a 
grant for the conatruction next "year of 
school buildings in tliis- city adequate to 
tho wants of tho rising generation and of 
a character which will serve as a model to 
other i)ortion8 of this Province. If, be- 
fore tho changes suggested are carried 
out, the attendance at the present schools 
should increase so as to render nooossary 
further school accommodation, it isgrati- 
fying to know that tho Superintendent 
has written the Hon. Provincial Secretary 
that lie knQws of a building adapted for 
the purpose with maps and forms and 
other nppUwpea which can be rented for 
S20 per month. If necessary, he will, no 
doubt, supplement this information by 
stating where it is situated and to whom 
it belongs. Wo are

To Europe By Balloon. 

The Proposed Aerial Voyage Across 
the Atlantic. 



[From tlie NewYoikPaUy Oraphlc, AugUit 2cl.| 

Washington H. Donaldson, who, 
with Profcs.sor AVi^o, will liavo ebiirge 
of tho t.iaiiKiitliiiitic: air-sliip, tho "Dai- 
ly Graphic," wns in our olUcG to-day, 
and wo asked him to give us 11 forecast 
of t,he incidents of the voyage iia ho cx- 
liocled tlioni to ari.se. He said tliut he 
tlioiiglit tlnitif they Htartcd from New 
York lit six o'clock in tho evening they* 
w ould see land the second morning 
out. 

"What time do you expect to start'?" 
asked the writer. 

"We now think that we Hliall start 
about the 25tli of .•i.ugust, afc (1 o'cdock 
ill tlio cvciiiujj. Wo (dioHO that hour for 
two r<!asoiis-— lir.st, tho gns lit that time 
will be rapidly condensing; and the se- 
cond reason is, that the labouring pco- 
jilo will then have left off work, and 
will be able to witness the nBcension." 

THE JOUNEY- SKTWAUD. 

"How fur do you expect toriHo t'lrst 
of iiUr 

"If tlio Hiirfiioo ourront is blowing 
oiistwnrd, tlioro will not 1)0 tlio least 
iiocossity to go abovo 200 or .300 feet 
from t lie water. If tho siirfaco cur- 
rent is notcastorly, wo shiill go upto tlio 
groat, ovcr-llowing eaatwiird current, 
wiiich is from '2,000 to 4,000 feet abovo. 
If wo vise to ;),0()0 foot, wo slmll have 
to (lischargo about tAventy-fivo pouiuls 
of ballast per hour up to,;J,nino o'clock; 
after that the condensation of gas will 
bo stopped, aud we shall have to dis- 



charge perhaps not more than six 
pound per hour. 

"What sort of observation do you 
expect to make by the instrument? ' 

"W'o shall probably divide tlie time 
uj) by watches, according to tiio iiuni- 
bor of j)orsonH who make the ascon.sion. 
Probably wo will havo three-hour or 
four-hour .^yrtches. Whoever is on du- 
ty during 

THR WATCUKS OV THT. NIOHT. 

Will have to mako aud record all the 
observations. I intend to keojj a book 
myself all the time, except when I'm 
asleep. • Of course the most important 
instrument ia the barometer. .This 
must be w-atched incossently. Then 
wc must pay a good deal of "attention 
to the tlionnoinotor. ]jut, I tliiiilc, an 
observation every quarter of an liour 
would be enough. The same may bo 
said of other iustrunionts— tho hygro- 
ines and tho wet and dry bulb thermo- 
meters, the spectroscope and so on." 

"I don't see that you can use tho 
speotroscopo except for the watnr- 
linesiii'tho atmosiibore. You could 
not, under the circumstances, observe 
the solar or stellar spectra." 

"No; I suppose, not." 

A SHOWEn'oi' BOMB8HEU.S. 

"It seems to me that if you take ob- 
servations every quarter of an hour, 
you have so many instruments, before 
you have finished 0110 oixsorvation 
yon wiil have to begin tho next. 
" "Perhaps so. We shall bo able to 
see better about that when we have 
got into the upper air." 

"Y expect to bo able to throw out 
signalfi during tho night to ascertain 
your course'!*" 

"Yes. Wo shall havo illuminative 
explosive bombs, which, when drop- 
pod into the water, burn for four or 
ftvo minutes. As we drift away from 
tho burning light wa can . tell by our 
compass what point we aro making 
for." 

"You read your instruments by 
Grissler's tubes, don't you'? " 

"Yes, wo shall havo them along with 
us. But, then, it is quite safe for us 
to take a Davy, lamp." 

"At what rate do you expect to 
travel?" 

"About eighty miles an hour." 

THE rinST SITNRISE OCT. 

"Where do you oxpscfc to bo at suii- 
riso the first morning nut'?"' 

"Just over the coast of Xowfouiul- 
land. Wc sliall be then 1,000 miles 
from tho nearest point in Eurojio. As 
soon as the sun rises, the gas will be- 
gin to expand again, and we shall rise 
veiy rapidly, and be saved from dis- 
charging ballast for some hours. By 
12 o'clock on tho second day we shall 
be in mid-oceau, spinning afoug, very 
likely, at the rate of- eight\ miles an 
hour." 

"You will not be able to speak with 
ships if you are so veiy high above tho 
ocean '?" 

"No; but as I have already stated, I 
believe wo shall not be obliged to re- 
main so high. I believe we shall bo 
obliged to go near the ocenn, very low; 
indeed, quite low enough tosjjeakwfth 
ships. You know wo have a drag-rope 
2,000 feet long; we shall let that out 
all the time." 

AN AKIU.VL TlvNUEU. 

"You will bo occupied in making ob- 
servutions most of the second day'?" 

"Yes; wo shall take obsei-vations 
very carefully. We shall also experi- 
ment with the snmller balloon. Al- 
though we would jircfor to keep th 
lower current, yet if the higher current 
moves faster we shall certainly take 
advantage of that. In order to" ascer- 
tain whether ifc is swifter or not 
(we have about i!,OO0feet of cord for tho 
purpose), and if it seems to move more 
rapidly, up wo go. Then, there may 
bo somo disarrangoinent of tlio valve's 
or the upper i)art of tho rigging, 
which case I shall fasten myself to the 
little balloon and go up around the 
"Daily G-raphic," and set right what- 
ever may be amiss." 

THi: r.ri'iX'Ts or u.vin. 

"How about the di.sohargo of ballast 
after noon '?" 

"Ifc will bo greater than in thomoru- 
ing. Y'ou would be surprised at the 
change after noon in the upper air. 
Tho air immediately begins to get 
colder; so, as this causes condensation, 
wc are comiiollod to discharge more 
ballast." 

"What are tho oU'ects of rain on the 
balloon?" 

"A series of effects are produced wiiich 
result in an e.<cac( balance so that tho to- 
tal effect is nil. In the first place, tlie 
moisture makes the balloon heavier; it 
also eondonses tho gas, which thereby 
loses jiower: but on tho otlnsr hand it 
closes all the poros of the balloon, and 
tlijis puts a stop to all osca]>i' of gas." 

"At six o'clock oil tho ev(;ning of the 
second day, when you havo boon out 24 
hours, what will be the total discharge of 
ballast?" 

"I estimate 800|)ouuds. But Professor 
Wise, who likes to be on tho safe side, es- 
timates 1,000 j)ounds a day." 

THB WEIOHTOP TIIH MON.STEU. 

"How muoh ballast will you have loft 
What is tlio total weight of the balloon 
and all aiipurtemuices 

"Tho balloon weighs 0,001) pounds; the 
netting, 700 poundH;car,25!) pounds; boat 
700 pounds; instruinouts and drag-rope, 
1,000 pounds; total, 8,050 pounds.
